Dr. T. Hennessy, T.D., his Medical 
Secetaxy of the British Medical poe age 
writes In a recent letter addressed by | 
Local Government i : 
County Health Board certain statements are 
made with regard to the admission ‘of private 
ov paying atients to district and county 
hospitals. ‘he letter states that there is no 
legal authority under which private patients 
can be admitted to the hospitals. and that 
the medical officers are not na up to 
demand, receive, or accept any fee or pay- 
a from any patient treated in the peti 
itals. /

mitted illegally by the Board of Health to 
the Raheen District Hospital. The father of 
one of these patients admitted that he had 
thirty-nine ws of land, a threshing machine 
on hire, ana was accepted as a gurety for 
6550. The wWond patient admitted that she 
sold a farm tor Although these ad- 
missions were et the sworn inquiry, 
the Local Govertnm partment somewhat 
.ignificantly itted them from its letter. 
\foreover. the Rocal;Government Department, 
while loftily, though unwarrantably, inclined 
to take a serious wiew of the doctor receiv- 
inc a fee from well-to-do patients, has not 
uttered, as was its obvious duty, ove word 
of condemnation against the illegal action ‘of 
‘he Health Board in admitting these patients 
to an hospital intended for the sick poor, 
and for whose medical attendance alone the 
doctor is paid, 

In this respect the Local Government De- 
nartment actually points ont to the Health 
Board how the illegality of admitting private 
patients can pe '“' dod ” by the adoption 
of certain regulations drafted for the purpose 
by the Local Government artment. 

“The position of the profession in this 
matter is that they are ey paid a salary— 
and a very ‘inadequate one—for medical at- 
tendance-on those. who are statutorily eligible 
for medical relief, and they are not going to 
permit any. joint action’ or inaction of the 
Local Govermment Departinent with a local 
authority to deprive them of their right to 
arrange with their private patients what fees 
they are ta bé paid. The Local Government 
Department should also remember that if was 
mainly responsible for many medical officers 
having ——e hospital appointments, under 
heaith boards, at inadequate salaries by hold- 
ing cut to them a promise that they would 
he at liberty, to take into the hospitals a cer- 
tain number of private or paying patients to 
supplement their insufficient salaries.

“ir Simon Maddock last night gave an in- 
teresung sketch of the growth and activities 
of the Rathmmes Public Library. The occa- 
sion was the inauguration of a series of popu- 
‘ar lectures in the Town Hall; the subject of 
\liss Dorothy Macardle’s lecture being “ Some 
of Shakespeare’s Villains.”’ 

In introducing the lecturer, Sir Simon said 
that the obpect of the series was education in 
a broad and general way. The Rathmines 
ratepayers should be proud of the activities 
ennected with their Library. These were 
imited only by finance. A rate of 3d. in the 
pound produced £2,000 per annum, and it 
was wonderful the value that was being re- 
ceived by young and old who used the library. 
there were 4.000 volumes in the Reference 
Library, 18,000 volumes in the Lending 
library for home reading. and the Children’s 
Library contained 4,000 books specially 
selected for children of school age. Weekly 
lectures, storv hours, readings, and wireless 
now were additional features. Rathmines was 
the busiest single hbrary in Ireland. Last 
vear 232.434 books were either issued or cof- 

ted. During the year endmg dist Decem- 
ber, 1925, 5,857 readers’ tickets were in use. 
lt was a great gratification to see how the 
hildren were being catered for, and the 
abours of their Librarian, Mr. John Roy, and 
lis progressive Committee, would ‘undoubtedly 
be reflected in the improved taste and culture 
i rising generation.

ACTION FOR PAYMENT IN 
LIEU OF NOTICE. 


At Dundalk Cireuit Court, Judge Doyle 
dismissed a case in which Mark Lambe, of 
Castletown road, Dundalk, sued Bernard 
McGuinness, a local merchant, for £15 10s., 
alleged to be due in lieu of notice. 

It appeared that some months ago plaintiff 
opened a business of his own, but remained 
in the employment of the defendant. Any 
goods which Lambe required for his shop 
would be purchased for plaintiff by his 
assistant from any other employe of 
McGuinness. Last September plaintiff was 
dismissed without notice, defendant complain- 
ing that certain goods were neither paid 
for nor charged in the ordinary way. Plaintiff 
denied the allegation. 

In dismissing the action, the Judge said 
that neither McGuinness’s dismissal of Lambe’ 
nor his (the Judge’s) dismissal of the action | 
amounted to a charge of dishonesty. Lambe 
would have been well advised either io have 
gone to McGuinness when he was written to 
or to submit to the charge, on the ground 
of irregularity, which he (the Judge) believed 
to be justified.
